THE BATTLE AT LADYSMITH YESTERDAY 


Anxiety for Safety of British Forces, Gloomy 


and Unsatisfactory Beport of Gen, White, 


Boers Had the Better Artillery in Yes- 


terday's Engagement at Ladysmith 


Iiondon, Oct. 31.—It Isib&Heved that s 


terrific battle is raging around1 Lady- 
smith. The Boers are pressing in to cap- 
ture the place at all costs, and General 
White aad his command are in a position 
of great peril. 


The opinion is general that the fight- 


ing at Ladysmith yesterday was in 
reality a defeat for the British troops. 
As a result there is much gloom and: anx- 
iety everywhere, and much fear is ex- 
pressed for the safety of General White 
and his command. 


Many fear that the rumor which was 


circulated to the effect that the forces 
at Ladysmith had been compelled! to 
surrender may soon prove a terrible 
reality. 


The belled that the British were 


worsted is. based not alone on frag- 
mentary dispatches which arrived dur- 
ing the evening, but on the official dls- 
patcfc of General White himself. 


It is openly asserted that no British 


commander ever sent such a gloomy, 
unsatisfactory report unless the tide was 
setting very much against him. 


Twice in the dispatch he speaks of the 


ten«my being "in great numbers." He 
says the enemy had "many guns," and 
what is jnore significant, he says the 
•enemy had the better artillery. 


On reading between the lines on« sees 


the possibility of great disaster to the 
British troops. It seems almost a cer- 
tainty that two whole battalions, with 
a mountain battery, have been cut off 
and. captured or destroyed by the Boers. 


General White says that the two bat- 


talions advanced against a Boer position 
Sunday night, and that during the night 
firing the "battery mules stampeded with 
some ofrfheguns" Thenheaddis: "The 
two battalions have not yet returned, but 
are expected this evening." The opinion 
is general that the Boers have got the 
guns and the mules and the battalions. 


He also speaks of "pushing the Boers 


back," but yet says that he withdrew his 
troops to their former positions. 
He 


says he could not reach the Boer laager, 
and the interpretation given this, part of 
his dispatch is that he was compelled to 
retreat before the enemy, who "showed 
in great numbers and had many guns." 


The Boers seem to be adopting wily 


tactics. They pretend1 to occupy a posi- 
tion, but when sought they are not there. 
It is evident from General White's dis- 
patch that they have been bomfoardiing 
the town for several hours, and that they 
are still at it. A general attack seems 
likely at any moment, and it is belief 
that a fearful battle is on at the present 
moment. 


It is disappointing to the British pub- 


lic, as again revealing tactical skill of an 
unexpectedly high order on the side of 
the Boers. 
In addition to a. number of 


heavy guns, the transport 
of which 


causes wonderment here, they have 
available marvellous ability. 
Unless 


commanded by skillful European offi- 
cers, it is hardly considered probable 
that Boer farmers would have assumed 
a feigned position, as they evidently did, 
In front of the right column, with the 
intention of retreating from it to their 
real line of defense and of inducing the 
British to attack over a fare-swept zone 


The special dispatches describing the 


engagement again fail to confirm Gen- 
eral White's official account, that the 
Boers were pushed back several miles. 
When it is considered that the censor- 
ship is very severe, the only conclusion 
that can be arrived at is that the action 
was extremely conclusive. 


The fighting began with a frontal at- 


tack on the main Boer position, which, 
however, was found evacuated. 
The 


enemy, having retired, now made a 
change of front, and developed a heavy 
attack on Colonel Grimwood's brigade. 
To meet this, the British artillery, which 
had been shelling the evacuated posi- 
tion, also changed front. 


Grimwood'.s brigade was promptly re- 


inforcpd, but soon was obliged to fall 
back rapidly, with consequences which 
might have been serious had not the 
Fifty-third field battery pli'xkily cov- 
ered the movement at a considerable loss 
to itself. 


I£ is quite certain that General White 


failed to accomplish the abject he in- 
tended, and yesterday's proceedings are 
an instructive example of the difficulty 
of operations when an enemy holds an 
extended position, from which he Is able 
to make sudden and unexpected develop- 
ments and changes of front. 


General Buller cannot arrive at the 


scene of fighting until the end of this 
week. In the meantime General Whita 
will need all his resources to prevent 
tHe Boers around Ladysmith linking 
their forces. 


The omission of all details likely to 


give a true Idea of the position from 
General White's dispatches may be aue 
to his reticence, but editing by war offi- 
cials is likely to be again severely com- 
mented upon. 


Except a vague reference In The 


Standard none; of the special dispatches 
mention the two nifsstrag battalions, 
Statements regarding them evidently 
having been excised by the censor.

General White's iJispatch, which was 


dated 4:30 p. m., Oct. 30, read: "I em- 
ployed all the troops here, except the 
obligatory garrison before the works. I 
S«nt a mountain battery, the Royal Irish 
fusiliers and the Gloucester to take up 
a position on the hills, to clear my left 
flank. The force moved at 11 yester- 
day evening, and during some night fir- 
ing the battery mules stampeded with 
some of the guns, which, however, I hope 
to recover. These two battalions have 
not yet returned, but are expected this 
evening. 


"I detailed two brigade divisions of 


Held artillery and five battalions of1 In- 
fantry, aided By cavalry, under General 
French, to attack a position upon which 
the enemy, yesterday, mounted guns. 
We found this position, evacuated, but 
out force wa« attacked with considerable 
vigor by what I believe were General 
Joubert'g troops. They had many guns 
and showed In great numbers. Our 
troopa were all In action and we pushed 
the enemy back several miles, but did 
not succeed In reaching his laager. Our 
losses are estimated at between 80 and 
100, but thnar of the- en*my must have 
been much greater, the fife of our guns 
appearing very pfferlive. 


"After being in action ppveral hours 1 


withdrew thf> troops and thf y returned 
unmolested to their cantonments. The 


enemy are In great numbers ana tneu 
gurus range further than our fleld guns. 


"I now have come naval guns, which 


have temporarily silenced and, I hope, 
will permanently dominate the enemy's 
best guns, with which he has been bom- 
barding the town at a range of over 6000 
yards." 


The war correspondent of The Standard 
wiM| the British force at Ladysmith. 
telegraphing AS to Monday's engage- 
ment, eays: 


"During the opening stages of the fight 


I attached myself to the center column. 
We marched out before dawn and, after 
covering three miles, halted under a 
kop to await) developments, 


"In the attack on the rightj tins first 


shot was fired at 5:20 a. m. It came 
from Lombards kop. a lofty eminence 
rising some five miles to the east of 
Ladyamith. 


"Battery after battery went into ac- 


tion and gradually the enemy's fire 
slacked. For nearly two hours not a 
shot of ours was returned, save when 
Long Tom, the name our soldiers had 
given to the Boer 40-ipounder, hurted a. 
shell -which we followed with anxious 
eyes toward, the town of I*dy8mith. 


"Presently the enemy's horsemen, were 


seen streaming on a hill *o our left. 
Sheltered! by rising ground, they occu- 
pied1 a ridge on our left flank; and there, 
hidden by the scrub andi trees, they 
could watch the turn of events in safety 
and await their chance. The Devonshire? 
now adivanced toward KafHr kraal, un- 
der a hillock, and there tihey remained 
with oraergjiot^to fire a shot until they 


sisting the Boers By carrying mrornta- 
tlon regarding the British movements. 


A dispatch from Cape Town announces 


the arrival in Table bay of the Dunottai 
Castle, late last evening, with General 
Buller and his staff, who are expected to 
land today. 


It is reported from Pretoria that 200 


of the British wsjnded from Dundee 
have arrived there, and have been fur- 
nished accommodations m the state 
school buildings. 


A dispatch from Pretoria, under date 


of Oct. 28, says General Cronje, the Boer 
commander, announced there that the 
British garrison at Mafeking made a 
bayonet attack on Commandant Louw's 
laager, near Grandstand, but were re- 
pulsed, leaving six dead on the field, and 
it was believed that many of th« at- 
tackers were wounded: The dispatch 
adda that ColoneJ Baden-Powell asked 
for an armistice In order to bury the 
dead. General Cronje consented to this, 
the Boers assisting in placing the dead 
in the wagon returning to Mafeking. 


A special dispatch from Lorenzo 


Marquez saye a strong force of Portu- 
guese troops has arrived on the Trans- 
vaal border from Mozambique territory, 
owing to fears regarding the hostilities 
between the British and Boers 


"Only when volteys were beard on 


their rear and flank did they show the 
least sign of restlessness. The sound) of 
this firing, feeble though it seemed, sat- 
isfied us that th« Gloucesters and Irish 
fusiliers were at work and that thefB 
was no truth in the story of ai disaster 
to these battalions after the stampede 
of the mountain battery mules. 


"General Wh^te, General Hunter and 


the staff officers watohed the develop- 
ments of the artillery attack which gave 
the first promise- of a realization of Gen- 
eral White's plans. Soon after 9 o'clock 
messengers began to arrive with news 
that the right column needed support. 
The first battalion of the Gordon High- 
landers, then the Manchester regiment 
and; then the rifle brigade, who had left 
the train for the battlefield, were sent to 
its assistance, until only the Devonshire 
regiment, a squadron of mounted infan- 
try and the fleld hofepital were left with 
the center column. 


"Perceiving that a change in the op- 


erations was in progress, I went with the 
Manchester regiment toward the right. 
Our artillery under Lombards kbp was 
engaged in repelling the enemy's attempt 
to turn our flan-k. The IvSauchfiEters were 
sent forward to support the cavalry, 
while the Dublin fusiliers, two battalions i 
of the Sixtieth rifles, the Liverpool regi- . 
ment and the Leicestershires were he- ! 
ginning to feel the effects of the enemy's 
searching rifle fire. 


"The enemy rarely showed them- 


selves, although aiong tne ridges that 
lay beyond the range of our guns they 
from time to time gave us an opportunity 
to judg* of their numbers. 


"At the height of the engagement the 


noise was almost deafening. Above the 
rattle of the musketry could be heard 
the thud of the Maxims and' banging of 
the quick-firing guns, which consider- 
ably added to the difficulties our men had 
to encounter. The purpose of the re- 
connaieance had, however, been gal- 
lantly achieved, and our infantry b«gan 
to fall back. 


"This movement was covered by 


cavalry. Sorne of the troops had to cross 
over open ground toward the center and, 
while so doing, they were raked with a 
heavy fire. The retirement was, how- 
ever, effected without disorder or serious 
loss. Our batteries were got into posi- 
tion ta secure the withdrawal of other 
amis from Mole Station; but the fortu- 
nate destruSion 'of the enemy's Long 
Tom rendered such services unneces- 
sary." 


The correspondent of The Times at 


Ladysmith says: 
• 


"The action seemed to be proceeding 


most satisfactorily, when, at 7:15 a. m.. 
the enemy in large numbers, with field 
guns, Maxims and 37-millimetre guns, 
began to develop a heavy attack on 
Colonel Grlmwoofl's infantry. The cav- 
alry brigade had moved up on our right, 
holding the parallel ridge over against 
Colonel Grimwood's position, and prac- 
tically acting as infantry. In the mean- 
time our batteries kept down the siegb 
gun fire upon Ladysmith with shrapnel. 


"At 9 o'clock there seemed to be a lull, 


as our reserves moved up, but suddenly 
the engagement reopened, as the enemy 
on our right brought further artillery 
to bear. 
Colonel Grlmwood, who, with 


the three advance 'battalions, had held 
the ridge for five hours, suddenly fell 
back across the -open upon .our guns. 
The Fifty-third battery pluckily pushed 
forward 
to cover this withdrawal. 


Severe casualties occurred at this phase. 
The Fifty-third battery held on against 
a cross-fire of rifles and qblck-nring 
guns, until the Infantry were clear. The 
teams of the two guns were damaged, 
and the battery eventually retired, 
made-up teams being sent to extricate 
the two guns. 
The cavalry, remaining 


unsupported, were forced to fall back 
also. 


"Then began a' general retirement on 


Ladysmith. 
The guns which' had been 


covering the Devonshire regiment stout- 
ly covered the final withdrawal. 
The 


enemy did not press, but showed them- 
selves on their positions in great num- 
bers, only to flndthat'the'naval brigade 
from the Powerful bad-arrived-.- Two 
quick-firing guns were at once placed in 
position, under Cover 61 a redoubt, and 
in five rounds they s>lenced;the enemy's 
40- pounder. 


"The troops were back in Ladysmith 


by 2 o'clock in the .'afternoon.. 
The 


casualties caused by, the enemy's ar- 
tillery xvere not sevei*. The mountain 
battery on the -left reported that It had 
suffered through a stampede of 'mules. 


"Our artillery' cavalry1,' moiinted in- 


fantry and volunteer cavalry, behaved 
splendidly In difficult circumstances. 
Dr. Jameson, and Sir John Wllloughby 
arrived yesterday and were spectators 
of the action." . .

Roberts? I believe it was in shape long 
ago and only waiting for her $6000 do- 
nation to spread it broadcast over the 
country. I grant she is a superior 
woman, but the women of this country 
are not going into this subject logically 
I tell you they are toadying to Helen 
Gould." 


Mrs. Brown outlined her plea for char- 


ity by saying that Congressman-elect 
Roberts entered into polygamy before 
Utah was a state; that the United States 
accepted Utah: Roberts was chosen by 
Mormons as their representative at 
Washington. She continued: "Congress- 
man Roberts supports his wives; he gives 
his children a name. There is a greater 
evil than this among our congressmen 
tod'ay.

REVIEW OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Ladysmith the Base of British 


Forces in South Africa 


London, Oct. 31.—Probably no place in 


the world has been watched with so 
much interest during the past few days 
as Ladysmith. 
The reason is that it is 


really the key to Natal, and as the base 
of the British forces its Importance can- 
not be over-estimated. 


In it have been concentrated the most 


of the English forces in Natal, with the 
Indian contingent ar.d the Natal volun- 
teers, all under the command of General 
Sir George Stewart White. 
Its sur- 


render or capture by assault before Gen- 
eral Buller and his army corps can reach 
the theater of war means a crushing 
blow to the English arms, and would 
greatly prolong the war by allowing the 
Boers to overrun all Natal, as well as by 
ita effect upon the wavering loyalty of 
the Cape Dutch and the natives. 


Ladysmith itself is an unimportant 


town of perhaps 3000 inhabitants, 189 
miles up the railroad from Durban on 
the coast, and at the junction of the 
branches which run, one into the Trans- 
vaal through Laing's Nek, pass, and the 
other 
into the Orange Free State, 


through Van Reenan's pass. 


These two passes are the most acces- 


sible of a number which pierce the 
Drakkensberg mountains, which are the 
natural rampart of the Dutch republic 
and the Free State. It, therefore, is at 
the base of the trianglar Klip river dis- 
trict, which may be described as a tri- 
angular promontory of British territory, 
jutting about 100 miles northward into 
the Transvaal, and ending at Charles- 
town, or, more exactly, at Laing's Nek. 


Here the frontiers of the three states 


meet. The base of the triangl* !s about 
120 miles across, and Ladysmith is sit- 
uated about 40 miles from Van Reenan's 
pass, add 80 miles from Rorke's Drift, on 
the eastern extremity of this base line. 
The town was named after the wife of 
Sir Henry Smith, a former governor 
of Cape Colony. 
, 


Ladysmith two year» ago was selected 


by the imperial government as a mili- 
tary camp, on account of Its healthful- 
ness and its important strategical po- 
sition. 
It holds the railroad from the 


Free State, and also commands the ad- 
vance southwards of any hostile force 
from the direction of Lalag's Nek. 


To the west of the town the ground 


rises rapidly to the foot of the Drakkens- 
berg range, The floor of the whole val- 
ley In which the town lies is strewn with 
kepjes, irregular heaps of rough boul- 
ders, of from 60 feet to 600 feet in height. 
To the north of the town, the land rises 
rapidly, and these hills have been util- 
ized recently for the erection' of fprtl- 
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flcatlons, which will play an important 
part in any operations in. the district. 
In short, on west and north, Ladysmlth 
is hemmed in by hills and mountains, 
while to the south the lanfl falls away 
towards 


On the outbreak of the present hos- 


tilities the British plan of campaign: was 
to subordinate everything to holding the 
Boers in check until reinforcements 
might arrive from England. According- 
ly the whole triangular strip described 
was practically abandoned to the Boers, 
who occupied Laing'c Nek, Charle-stowti 
and Newcastle in quick 
succession. 


Ladysmith, however, was strongly gar- 
risoned, and an outpost established un- 
der General Symons at Glencoe and 
Dundee. 


These two towns, respectively 41 and 


47 miles up the railroad from Lady- 
smith, are connected by a short length 
Of railway, by which coal from the fields 
near Dundee reaches the coast. These 
three military points are on the highest 
of the three terraces of Natal which rise 
from the sea towards the Zh'akkens- 
berg. 


From the fact that Glencoe is 4304 feet 


above sea level, and that Charleston 
has an altitude of 5385 feet, it will be 
understood that after passing Glencoe 
the railway continues to rise. Down this 
elope came the Bo«r forces under Jpu- 
bert. 


At Ladysmith the mass of the English 


force awaited the attack whose brunt, of 
course, was to fall on the outposts at 
Gler.coe and Dundee. The Boer plan nf 
campaign, so far as can be judged, has 
been to advance their main column south 
along the railroad from Laing's Nek. 
while from the east a supporting column 
under Commandant Erasmus came in 
from Vryheid, and from the west the 
Free Stateburgihers poured through Van 
Reenan's pass to assist m the attack. 


Oct. 
20 Jouebrt's advance under Com- 


mandant Lucas Meyer struck Glencoe, 
having arranged to give battle simul- 
taneously with Commandant Erasmus. 
The latter failed to appear, and in a very 
heavy skirmish, which was hailed as a 
great British victory, the Boers'were re- 
pelled. 


Both sides?0st heavily, the British loss 


being 200, including General Symons, 
mortally wounded and1 since dead. Gen- 
eral Yule, who 
succeeded fiim, was 


flanked by the Boers, who got in on h.-3 
line of communication with Ladysmith 
and Elandslaagte, and cut him oft by 
rail. 


The British sallied out from Lady- 


smith, and in another heavy skirmish, 
Oct. 21, retook the/ town of Elandslaagte, 
but were unable to reopen the railroad to 
Glencge and Dundee. Genera! Yule's 
position was desperate, and*abandoning 
his stores and his wound«d he left Dun- 
dee under cover of night and after sev- 
eral days'flghting, one engagement being 
a particularly severe on«, and 
by a 


lon« forced march made a detour and 
succeeded in joining Genera] White nt 
Ladysmith Oct. 27.

SHOW IN PARIS. 


Krnarer Hod Made Elaborate Plans 


For the Boer Exhibit. 


"Of all the exhibits at the Paris 


show," said Captain Mattox of the 
United States bureau of publicity re- 
cently to a reporter of the New York 
Press, "one of the best, if carried out 
as planned originally, would be that of 
the Boers. Of course what effect the 
war will have upon this" exhibit de- 
pends upon the 'result of the conflict. 


"The French authorities allotted to 


tne Boers about 40,000 square feet, 
and this limited space President Kru- 
ger proposed to fill with noVel displays 
from the Transvaal. The pastoral life 
of the Boers was to be shown under 
the aspect of a Boer farm. In the na- 
tional pavilion of the Transvaal, built 
after the, Holland style, Knjger in- 
tended to display all .geographical doc- 
uments; also exhibits of the military 
administration, public instruction and 
the interesting ministry of mines. 


"In the Boer farm were to be ex- 


hibited wild animals of the Transvaal. 
Then there were to be ostrich feath- 
ers and eggs, stuffed birds, farming 
implements, potteries and china, horns 
of animals, ivory, tusks of 
hippo- 


potami, rhinoceros' horns, green and 
tanned skins, Boer boots and clothing 
of skin and .curiosities such as arms 
of the Kaffirs, shields and musical In- 
struments.' 


"This display was to be guarded by 


a detachment of Transvaal troops la 
uniform."

THE PROPER 


USE OF COA\BS. 


E 


VERY woman should have at 
least six combs. Both Mme. 
Patti and Mrs. Langtry, two of 


the most fastidious women that I 
know, have that number. The combs 
are graded from coarse to very fin* 
and are used in the order of their 
fineness, because some parts of the 
hair, being more anarled than others, 
coming in contact with the fine teeth 
before the snarls are removed would 
invariably be broken. Moreover, the 
combing would be very unevenly 
done. 


In order to treat the hair properly 


a comb about eight inches long and 
supplied with teeth about one-eighth 
of an inch apart is an e«cellenf size, 
to begin with. 
After that a very 


slightly liner one should be used, fol- 
lowing with the next grade, and so 
on to the very finest one. 


The best material for combs is tor- 


toise shell. 
As this is slightly ex- 


pensive, a good rubber comb is often 
used as a substitute. Celluloid combs 
should never be bought, for they are 
highly inflammable, and, coming in 
contact with the hair when it is hot 
from the curling irons, the celluloid 
may burst into flame. 


The rubber combs passing through

the electric sparks engendered by the 
friction. 
It is the electricity that 


causes the short snapping sounds 
that one sometimes hears when using 
a rubber comb. 
This electricity is 


very beneficial. 


The same effect is also obtained by 


the use of a tortoise "Shell e^omb. It 
holds good of any resinous or vitreous 
substance. 


Besides their extreme inflammabil- 


ity, there is another objection to the 
use of celluloid combs. Heat warps 
them very readily and thus impairs 
their usefulness. 


A very useful comb is the so called 


tail comb, so named because of the 
slightly projecting, pointed end rieca 
with which it is supplied. This 
serves as a. curler for those who have 
naturally curly hair and do not need 
curling irons, but merely require 
something about which to wind the 
locks of hair. With the pencillike 
point of the comb one may outline 
the part on the top of the head, or 
fluff up the hair with an ease ar>d ef- 
fectiveness truly gratifying. 


I have not mentioned ivory comba 


because the real ivory is so expensive 
that few people care to use it, and 
from the standpoint of utility and 
hygienic value it is not so desirable 
as tortoise shell. 


Many people use horn combs. The 


trouble with them is that they are in- 
clined to scale or split and, cateliing 
the strands of hair in the unnoticed 
broken places between the teeth, 
damage them before the danger is 
noticed. 
Moreover, their teeth are, 


as a rule, too sharp and trying for 
the scalp. Bone combs break very 
readily.

THE BRITISH DISASTER 


The news from south Africa today is 


of the most disquieting kind for Eng- 
land. The British force at Ladysmith, 
at first much smaller numerically than 
the opposing Boer force, is now ren- 
duced by almost a fifth and General 
"White is in a most perilous position. 
Today's dispatches hint of White re- 
treating to Fietermaritzburgh, which 
seems to be his only hope of salvation. 
But it cannot be said whether White 


retreat or stand his ground. He 
be determined in this by the con- 


duct of the Boers. So far the strategy 
of the Boers has been to draw the 
British from their position in an ad- 
vance movement and then to do battle 
•with them, the Boers holding almost 
impregnable positions on rocky hills. 
If the Boer strength shows signs of 
closing in on Ladysmith, instead of 
pursuing the tactics of enticing the 
British out to them there is no safety 
for White unless in retreat. White is 
now greatly outnumbered, no matter 
how heavy the Boer losses were in the 
last engagement, and Ladysmith would 
be sure to fall, it seems, if pressed by 
Joubert's army. 


General White is probably hanging 


on two questions. The sending of the 
Royal Irish fusiliers, the Tenth Moun- 
tain and the Gloucestershire regiment 
to protect his flank has resulted in the 
capture of all this force and probably 
in the slaughter of a large per cent of 
it. White assumes all the blame for 
this and is answerable for the failure 
of his plan and the loss of his men. This 
must act as a tremendous influence to 
keep him from taking any more great 
risks, and, at the same time, his pride 
must hve suffered because the British 
prestige has suffered at his hands and 
it surely is tempting to him, if there 
is even a slim hope of it, to stand his 
ground, fight with great desperation 
and retrieve the prestige which has 
been lost. In imagining what White 
•will do we must count on the inextin- 
guishable valor of the British soldier 
and the inspiring confidence he has in 
bis own ability. 


From the information of the disaster 


at hand it does not seem that much 
blame attaches o the British command- 
ing general. 
When his position was 


shelled by the enemy he silenced the 
enemy's guns and therupo-n the enemy 
sent out a force to attack the British 
left flank. This looked like a stratagem 
to draw British attention while as- 
sault was made by the main body or 
the cr.c~y O" 
1 ***& P.rilish central nn=i- 


tiorj. White appears to have accepted 
the plan as outlined by the enemy, 
Kent a force to cover his left flank and 
prepared to throw himself with all pos- 
eible strength on the enemy's main po- 
sition. The force protecting the flank 
•was badly handicapped by timid mules 
•which ran away with the guns. It was 
outnumbered by the enemy and forced 
to capitulate. 


However, the British have discov- 


ered that the valor and strategy of the 
Boers have not been overestimated and 
that the Boers are a foe worthy the 
beet of England's steel.

We 
have known that^for several days, since 
Sampson let it out that Chadwick 
wrote the letter' which Shafter signed 
and sent to Toral. But the Spaniards 
put it differently. After finding Toral 
not guilty in court martial they insti- 
tuted an inquiry into the conditions 
contributing to the helplessness of the 
Spanish cause at Santiago. The in- 
quiry finds that the Spanish force was 
small and badly armed, that it needed 
the support of a fleet and could not 
hold out without additional suppliea 
and reinforcements, that the sailing of 
Cervera's fleet "under higher orders" 
to do "unequal battle" and the des- 
truction of that fleet on the "reefs" 
outside of Santiago harbor "decided 
General Toral that the moment for cap- 
itulation had arrived." On this side 
of the "ditch" it is interesting to re- 
member that more than half of this 
was conveyed to Toral in the letter 
Chadwick wrote.

LOCAL NEWS 


Thi Streit Railway Lit 


The following la the 
Springfield 


Union's editorial opinion on the streat 
railway excise tax law, to oppose 
which a meeting of Massachusetts 
cities and towns is soon to be called, 
•as has already been reported: 


It is evident that there Is a public 


demand for either the repeal of or 
radical amendments to the street rail- 
way law enacted in 1898, and which 
is one of the worst Juggled pieces of 
legislation ever put upon the statute 
books of Massachusetts. The demand 
comes from all sections of the stats 
and is entirely disconnected from poli- 
tics. The workings of the law have 
shown Us bad features and the method 
in which it was rushed through the 
legislature is in itself sufficient reason 
for a change. The people of this com* 
munity did not desire a street railway 
law which puts the cities and towns 
practically at the mercy of these cor- 
porations and plain notice will be 
served upon the members of the legis- 
lature of l&OO that the people desire the 
law changed. It has some good fea- 
tures, and the repeal of the entire law 
would not perhaps be desirable, but 
that changes should be made by which 
the interests of the cities and towns 
shall be better safeguarded than under 
the present law is evident, jand the 
members of the legislature next year, 
who opposes the desire of his con- 
stituents in this matter will have to 
reckon with them. Naturally the street 
railway corporations will fight any ef- 
fort for a change in the law, but even 
with all the influences they can use, it 
is to be doubted if the legislators wil 
badly face the certain political fate 
that awaits them if they oppose the 
desires of the people In regard to this 
law." 


Higher Pay for Postoffice Clerks 


The announcement sent out from 


Washington that First Assistant Post- 
master General Perry S. Heath, in his 
forthcoming annual report will recom- 
mend that the post office clerks be 
classified on the: same basis as letter 
carriers and railway postal clerks, is 
good ne<wB to the clerks. 


Thia matter has* been asritatid for 


several years, but the clerks' have never 
been able, to carry their point before. 
Sufficient money to carry out the idea 
was never appropriated bv congress, 
but the fight was kspt up and it looks 
now aa though the clerks wojiM finally 
succeed. 


In his forthcoming report Mr. Heath 


will again urge the special attention of 
congress to the necessity for a classifi- 
cation of clerks in the first and second 
class offices. 


The salaries of the poetomce clerka 


average much lower than either letter 
carriers or railway mail clerks. The 
proposed bill will- pnovids an annual 
increase of salary, as with letter car- 
riers, and Mr. Heath is strongly in fa- 
vor of it. 


Mr. Heath, will also ask for a sub- 


stantial increase for additional clerks, 
also for the payment of substitutes for 
clerks* who are on vacations in the 
smaller offices. Another recommenda- 
tion, that he will make will be that the 
salaries of assistant postmasters be 
made 50 per cent of that of postmas- 
ters.

TEXTILE WORKERS AND 


MANUFACTURERS IN CONFERENCE 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 31.—The con- 


ference between the textile council, rep- 
resenting the operatives of this city, and 
the conwnlttee of the Manufacturers' 
association, culminated in a request by 
the representatives of the employes for 
a 10 percept advance in wages. 
The 


manufacturers' committee will report 
back to the general body at a special 
meeting, to be called shortly. 
They 


had not power to grant the advance. 


This in brief is the outcome of yester- 


day's conference between the two com- 
ponent parts of the mill industry of Fall 
Biver—the employers and the employed 
—an<i the request and the result proved 
to be just what people conversant with 
the situation in this city had surmised. 


Previous to meeting the manufactur- 


ers' committee the textile committee 
met and completed their plan for the 
presentation of the laboring people's 
case to the employers of labor. 


The conference was called to order by 


Secretary Whitehead of the Weavers' 
union, and was presided over by Presi- 
dent Chase of the manufacturers. It 
lasted thrde hours, and the proceedings 
were harmonious and' the discussion full. 
The request was for an increase of .10 
percent on the old basis of 2% cents a 
yard for regulars. It was represented 
by the Textile council that the market 
conditions favor the request. The reply 
of the committee of manufacturers was 
defensive and against granting the re- 
quest, based on margins. It was set 
forth by the manufacturers that the 
margin is now cem£ 7 points lower than 
When wages were increased last spring. 
They admitted that the price of cloth is 
higher, but cotton costs 2 cents a pound 
more. The margin figured' from prices 
of cotton and cloth last spring was 71% 
cents, while now it Is but 6'4%. 


The Textile council claimed that theee 


margins, as in the past, have been reck- 
oned from a basis ot regular prints, 
which now form less than 10 percent'of 
the goods manufactured here now. It 
was also urged that tlM price of the 
regulars, from wnich th« margin is reck- 
oned, Is held far lower comparatively 
than the other grades of goods produced 
from the loom. There are 70,000 looms 
in. Fall River running dafly and less than 
10,000 are on the regular prints, from 
which the margin Is reckoned, the fair 
thing, they urged. v»8 to make the price 
of regular* equal In ccfciparlson to the 
odd«, say 2% ccnU, when the price la 2% 
and then figure. A margin would th«n 
be chown equal to that point, th« last 
winter, when a restoration WM (ranted 
to the help. 


The manufacturers, in turn, Bald that 


tha extra price* for odd*, In many In- 
stance*, were a result ot holdlnn the 
goods on speculation; that they might 
have lost by holding; that the employes 
In that ewe could not Haw 


m on»re tne IOBS; tflat the operatives 
hava no right to share in the result of a 
successful 
speculation. 
They 
also 


claimed that figuring regulars at 2 7-S 
cents, even then the margin would fall 
nearly a point short of what it was when 
wages were raised last winter. 


The textile representatives insisted 


that the present condition, when odds 
and special grades are selling so high, it 
is perfectly fair to urge for an increase. 


The manufacturers' committee con- 


tended that the mills could not make fair 
returns to stockholders if the increase 
should be granted. However, they were 
not authorized to take any position at 
the conference, but were present to heat 
what their employes had to say, and re- 
port to the association. 


Secretary Whitehead of the weavers, 


who is also secretary of the Textile coun- 
cil, said after the meeting that he was 
satisfied with Its progress, even while 
nothing definite was decided. Asked 
what would be done if the manufac- 
turers refused to comply, he said that 
could only be decided by the several 
labor organizations in mass meeting as- 
sembled. 


Secretary Rounseville of the manufac- 


turers said he did not feel that th« mills 
could afford such an increase, but the 
association roust settle that question for 
Itself.

KILPATRICK AND KRUGER. 


Oon» Paul Told Him Be Knew About 


Our Great Men. 


Charles Kilpatrick, a one legged bi- 


cycle rider, arrived in New York the 
other day and told an interesting story 
abont President Paul Kruger of the 
Transvaal that was sentimental in its 
flavor. Kilpatrick never has told the 
true story of how he lost his limb, al- 
though his "yarns" concerning what he 
chooses to call his "bum leg" would 
make a droll book of short stories. 


It was in 1896-7 that he was In the 


Transvaal making money out of his 
"bum leg" by doing "stunts" on a bi- 
cycle with the good one. For charity's 
sake he went before an assemblage of 
school children and gave an exhibition. 
President Kruger was present, and 
Kllpatrick'was presented to Oom Paul. 


"Tell the president," said Kilpatrick 


to the Interpreter, "that I come from 
the country of the two greatest men in 
history, Washington and Lincoln." 


The answer from Kruger through the 


interpreter was quite characteristic. It 
was: 


"Tell the young man that I probably 


know more abont those two men than 
he does." 


Subsequently President Kruger pre- 


sented the one legged man with a 
medal Kilpatrick talked of South 
Africa because of the present war sit- 
uation there. He said: "Tou ought to 
hear the Boers speak of Kruger. Oom 
Paul, you say here, with a kind of 
sarcastic inflection on the Oom, but 
there, where it means uncle and is 
really a fonder word than father, they 
say it with a long drawn intonation 
that has the utmost of Affectionate 
tone in it." "' ,

VERY woman should have at 
least six combs. Both 
Mrne. 


Pattl and Mrs. Langtry, two of 


the most fastidious women that I 
know, have that number. The combs 
are graded from coarse to very fine 
and are used in the order of their 
fineness, because some parts of the 
hair, being more snarled than others, 
coming in contact with the fine teeth 
before the snarls are removed would 
invariably be broken. Moreover, the 
combing would be very unevenly 
done. 


In order to treat the hair properly 


a comb about eight inches long and 
supplied with teeth about one-eighth 
of an inch apart is an e«cellent size 
to begin with. 
After that a very 


slightly liner one should be used, fol- 
lowing with the next grade, and so 
on to the very finest one. 


The best material for combs is tor- 


toise shell. 
As this is slightly ex- 


pensive, a good rubber comb is often 
usej as a substitute. Celluloid combs 
should never be bought, for they are 
highly inflammable, and, coming in 
contact with the hair when it is hot 
from the curling irons, the celluloid 
may burst into flame. 


The rubber combs passing through 


the silklike hair become so charged 
with electricity that if the combing 
be done in a dark room one can see

the electric sparks engendered by the 
friction. 
It is the electricity that 


causes the short snapping sounds 
that one sometimes hears when using 
a rubber comb. 
This electricity is 


very beneficial. 


The same effect is also obtained by 


the use of a tortoise <shell e.omb. It 
holds good of any resinous or vitreous 
substance. 


Besides their extreme inflammabil- 


ity, there is another objection to the 
use of celluloid combs. Heat warps 
them very readily and thus impairs 
their usefulness. 


A very useful comb is the so called 


tail comb, so named because of the 
slightly projecting, pointed end yieca 
with 
which it 
is supplied. This 


serves as a curler for those who have 
naturally curly hair and do not need 
curling irons, but merely require 
something about which to wind the 
locks of hair. With the pencilllke 
point of the comb one may outline 
the part on the top of the head, or 
fluff up the hair with an ease and ef- 
fectiveness truly gratifying. 


I have not mentioned ivory combs 


because the real ivory is so expensive 
that few people care to use it, ana 
from the standpoint of utility and 
hygienic value it is not so desirable 
as tortoise shell. 


Many people use horn combs. The 


trouble with them is that they are in- 
clined to scale or split and, catching 
the strands of hair in the unnoticed 
broken places between the teeth, 
damage them before the danger is 
noticed. 
Moreover, their teeth are, 


as a rule, too sharp and trying for 
the scalp. Bone combs break very 
readily.

in the telephone rates In the local ex- 
change, to begin tomorrow morning, 
November 1, -which will have the effect 
of increasing the number of subscrib- 
ers, as it reduces the charges consid- 
erably. All residences having what is 
now called tha measured service, for 
which a charge of J25 a year la made, 
will be given at the same rates the 
unmeasured service, and will be equip- 
ped with the best long distance instru- 
ments. 


This is a change that has been an- 


nounced in a number of large cities 
throughout the state, and notice was 
received this morning that it would go 
into effect here. This service will alter 
tomorrow allow the subscriber as many 
calls in a year as is desired in North 
Adams, instead of the 500 allowed un- 
der the meaured service system. 


For those who new have the un. 


measured service at their houses; this 
new rule will mean a considerable re- 
duction in price, and will undoubtedly 
result in a large number of additions 
to the local exchange which will keep 
the management busy for some time to 
come. There are. at present 125 mea- 
sured service telephones in use on the 
residences of the city. Instruments in 
places of business are not affected by 
this change as yet. 


In addition; Manager Stedman has 


been notified that the mileage distance 
for the city Is increased from one to 
twjo miles, so that there will be no 
charge for mileage In putting in tele- 
phones in the two mile limit. 


Minister Opposed Curfew 


From the Pittsfleld Journal: 
"In his sermon in St Stephen's yes- 


terday the vicar, Rev. Roland S. Nich- 
ols, alluded briefly to the curfew law 
agitation. What he said was little more 
than a passing reference to his view 
of the proposed ordinance but it set 
the matter before his hearers in a clear 
light and punctured the argument in 
favor of the restrictive enactment. 


Mr. Nichols did not put it in such 


blunt language but he said in effect 
that there is no need of restrictions 
coming under the head of "fool laws." 
As he presented it the argument was 
that the regulation of the children be- 
longs with the family and any enact- 
ment like the curfew law can be of 
little use unless, backed by family au- 
thority; and if there is family -minor- 
ity there is no occasion for the ordi- 
nance. 


"It is possible that a curfew law 


would be for the good of Pittsfleld but 
the experience of other cities and 
towns does not definitely show that it 
will be beneficial. In the many that 
have tried the curfew how many are 
found yet paying the least heed to its 
intent or ready to seriously tel! inquir- 
ers that it bar proved successful. 


"Mr. Nichols enforced his 
opinion 


concerning the curfew by reference to 
the familiar but often neglected axiom 
that one cannot make people good by 
legislative enactment.

The petition for a writ of certiorari 


in the Fayerweather will ca.*e was de- 
nied' In the United States suoreine 
court at "Washington yesterday. The 
object of the petition was to bring the 
case into the supreme court, and it is 
believed that the effect of the decision 
rendered will be finally to settle the liti- 
gation over the estate of the late Daniel 
Fayerweather. The case has b?en in 
the courts several times. It involves a 
large sum of money bequsathad by Mr. 
Fayerweather to a number c£ educa- 
tional institutions, including a large 
tram to Williams college.

For some time pre- 
vious to the killing of her husband 
they had both been kindly treated by 
the natives and had been permitted by 
some of the chiefs to travel into cen- 
tral Tibet. Gradually they made their 
way toward the capital, and then their 
troubles increased.

but one of their pack and saddle 
horses. On the following morning Mr.

0«t on tbe Chevy Chase car line in 


Washington, between the west en- 
trance to the zoological garden and 
the pretty suburb of Cleveland Park, 
Is a very large bridge, which is the 
object of the greatest interest to engi- 
neers at the present time. One of the 
most unique feats known to engineer- 
ing science is beipg performed there, 
and, while something similar may have 
been done elsewhere, there is an orig- 
inality about the work that renders it 
little short of marvelous. 


The bridge, which is an iron struc- 


ture about 400 feet long and weighing 
over 400 tons, is being raised six feet, 
while the traffic of tbe electric cars and 
the wagons is not delayed an instant, 
and, according to the statement of Mr. 
J. T. Slater, the foreman, will not be, 
says the Washington Post. Little by 
little the bridge is rising, and at the 
same time the approaches are being 
leveled up, while the car tracks are 
raised in proportion. 


The work is the result of an appro- 


priation passed by congrew at its last 
session. The bridge was located in a 
hollow between two hills, and it was 
thought it wo'uld be best to have it 
raised, as the bridge would then last 
longer and the steepness of the grades 
from both directions would be reliev- 
ed. The contract for raising the struc- 
ture was given to a Washington firm 
which has been associated with big 
Jobs of this character for some time. 


Mr. J. T. Slater, the foreman in 


charge of the work, has bad quite a ca- 
reer in the construction line. He does 
not pretend to be a scientific man and 
gays that his knowledge is all prac- 
tical. 
He was chosen by Chief En- 


gineer Menocal to build the break- 
water at Nicaragua several years ago. 
Later on he superintended the con- 
struction of the jetties at Charleston. 
He Is as hard at work as any of his 
men all the time and says he lies 
awake half the night planning the de- 
tails for the next day. 


When the firm got the contract, It 


was a puzzle as to how the task was to 
be performed -without Interfering with 
the traffic. There was practically no 
precedent under the existing condi- 
tions. In some places It Is over 70 feet 
from the bridge to the ground below, 
and the raising of the great mass of 
Iron beams was no child's play, espe- 
cially when cars and other vehicles 
were crossing during all hours of the 
day. 


After much deliberation a plan was 


decided upon. 
Heavy channel irons 


were bolted along the sides of the 
"stiff legs," or uprights. Timbers were 
placed above and below the channel 
irons, and the jackscrews were nlncpd 
beneath them. In this way a "pur- 
chase" was obtained for the jack- 
screws. One side of tbe bridge was 
raised six inches at a time. When one 
Bide had been elevated, the other was 
brought up to a level. Wooden crib- 
bing was placed under the capstone at 
the base of the "stiff legs," and a tem- 
porary pier was made. * 


The bridge is in four spans, with 


great iron girders connecting them. 
The girders are relieved somewhat by 
"struts," or braces, and by interme- 
diary stanchions, united by rods. The 
shoes of the girders at the bridge rest 
upon a stone pier at the approach to 
the structure. The pier is being built 
up as tha work progresses, although 
the shoes at present rest upon wooden 
cribbing. 
The bridge is being raised 


so rapidly that the workmen actually 
have trouble in keeping the track of 
the street railway level with it. 


At present the bridge has been rais- 


ed two feet, and it will be raised four 
more. When it has lr :i brought up to 
the required height, the wooden crib- 
bing will be removed from beneath the 
capstone on which the "stiff legs" or- 
dinarily rest, and stone piers will be 
built 
So far from weakening the 


structure the raising will result In its 
being stronger than ever. Great care 
will be taken with the stonework, both 
beneath tbe uprights which sustain 
the weight near the center and on the 
stone pier at the approaches. 


Mr. Slater says that the firm was 


laughed at when it first outlined the 
plan. The great trouble encountered 
was to secure some method of over- 
coming the lack of "purchase." The 
channel irons are cross pieces firmly 
bolted to the sides of the legs. Tim- 
bers are placed under these, and then 
the jackscrews have something to 
lift against. This is a novel feature, 
and its application has Interested a 
great many contractors. The work will 
probably be completed by the end of 
October, and the average person who 
rides across the bridge in the electric 
car will doubtless see nothing wonder* 
ful In the fact that a bridge was mere- 
ly raised six feet without making the 
passengers wjjit for. even. i). moment.

DISTRIBUTION OF FISH. 


All Previous Records Were Surpass- 


ed This Year. 


George M. Bowers, cominissiouer of 


fisheries at Washington, has completed 
the statistics of the work of the com- 
mission for the fiscal year 1899. 
All 


previous records of that branch of the 
government service were surpassed in 
that year, the total number of fish of 
all kinds distributed by the commission 
being over one bfllion, says the St 
Louis Republic. Ini 1892 the commis 
sion distributed about 178,000,000. The 
number was gradually increased, and 
in the last two years the work has rap 
idly grown. In the fiscal year 1S98 
about 800,000,000 were distributed, and 
thereupon Mr. Bowers concluded that 
the number could be run over a billion. 
Kext year it wfll -tie still further in- 
creased. 
' ' 


Last year the commission^ distributed 


between 30,000,000 and 40,6*00,000 shad 
in the Potomac river within 40 miles of 
Washington, in addition to about 80,- 
000,000 in Chesapeake bay. The total 
distribution of large mouth black bass 
was 208,938, and of small mouth black 
bass 186. 
The attempt to propagate 


small mouth black bas,s has been aban- 
doned. 


The varieties of fish propagated and 


distrbuted in the greatest numbers 
during the ye"ar were shad, salmon, 
trout, wliiteiisL, perch, cod and flound- 
ers. 
Lobsters to the number of 168,- 


000,000 were distributed.

Lieutenant Howland'c Praise For 


the Men In Hli Company. 


Writing from Manila in praise of the 


efficiency of the colored troops in the 
Philippines, Lieutenant Stanley How- 
land of the Twenty-fourth infantry 
oays: "It is Impossible to speak too 
highly of the conduct of the men in my 
detachment. Of the 40, five noncom- 
missioned officers and only one of the 
privates h&d been under fire before. 
The other 34 were simply recruits. 
We deploj*d just on the right of the 
road in the center of the line. I had 
one man killed and three wounded out 
of my 40. Our total loss that day in 
about SCO Vas two kilicS and 18 
wounded, one of whom died later. 


"All ol my company who fell were 


hit before we opened fire and'while the 
bullets were striking all around us, but 
my men came on without the least 
hesitation, and General Young, who 
was watching the fight, said afterward 
that the only trouble appeared to lie 
in the difficulty of keeping them back. 
It does not seem to make any differ- 
ence with these colored troops whether 
they are old soldiers or raw recruits. 
All they want is some one to take them 
along, and they will go anywhere."—

CAN'T REDUCE SUBURBAN FARES 


Interesting Hearing on Petition for Five 


Cent Suburban Street Car Fares 


Dalton people will continue to pay 10 


cents street car fare to get to Pittsfield, 
the petition of Benjamin Clow of Dal- 
on and others for a five cent fare hav- 
ing1 come to nothing1. The state rail- 
road commissioners gave a hearing on 
the matter at Boston yesterday, at 
which the petitioners presented their 
strongest arguments. The case was of 
especial interest here, in view of the 
similar conditions in local street rail- 
way traffic. The commissioners decid- 
ed that the petitioners made out no 
case, but instead of giving Mr. Clow 
and others leave to withdraw they post- 
poned the case Indefinitely, which 
leaves it open for a future hearing at 
any time that the petitioners have fur- 
ther facts on which to make a case. 


Mr. Clow openede his case by reading 


a long statement, in which he said in 
part: 


"I appear before you today, not as a 


lawyer nor even as a scholar but simp- 
ly as one of the plain citizens of Dai- 
ton to present their claims for justice 
at your hands. We are a town of about 
3000 inhabitants, largely employed by 
four meni some of them said to be mil- 
lionaires. Unhappily some of 
them 


seem to regard their interests as not 
identified with those of the people. It 
may be because they are not depend- 
ent on. electric cars to go anywhere 
they wish, while their employes do have 
to depend largely on these cars. You 
well know that for several years past, 
all industries have furnished hardly 
enough for support to say nothing of 
something1 extra for travel. 
Imagine 


yourself a factory employe forced to 
rise before daylight these cold winter 
mornings and wade through snow and 
storm from one-half to one and one- 
half miles or more for the pittance of 
one dollar or less as many receive. 
Think you we do not realize the value 
of money under such' circumstances! 
Many times the lack of even five cents 
prevents the use of a car. Remember 
that helpless women and 
children's 


necessities have more claim upon your 
humanity and justice than the claims 
of rich corporations without souls or 
even the sympathies of a common hu- 
manity. Who builds these roads?" 


The petitioners 
claimed that the 


street railway is now on so good a pay- 
ing basis' that it could afford to carry 
passengers between Pittsfield and Dai- 
ton for five cent®, that the Dalton end 
of the road is the profitable section and 
that it is helping pay for the unprofit- 
able section; that not only was a divi- 
dend paid yearly in the later years 
but the surplus is so much that the 
management can see fit to build an ex- 
travagant car barn and is seeking new 
fields for extensions that can hardly 
be regarded as profitable; that if the 
fare were reduced to five cents the 
traffic would so materially increase as 
to leave the Dalton division on a paying 
basig and finally as the commissioners 
are in duty bound to regula.te the fares 
by those that prevail in other parts of 
the state for similar distances 
and 


under like conditions', they sTiould fix 
the rate fcr this four to six mile trip 
at five cents. 


The ca«>e of the petitioners was re- 


garded as so weak that the street rail- 
way company was not called upon to 
make any defense. It was prepared to 
show from figures from its certified re- 
ports that the actual cost of carrying1 
passengers from Pittsfield to Dallon is 
far more than five cents and that had 
passengers been carried to Dallon the 
past year for five cents the road would 
have shown a loss of several thousand 
dollars rather than a profit.

Decision was i-pndered in the 
case against Andy Crowley for threat- 
ening Joseph Dupell, which was tried 
some days ago. Crowley was found not 
guilty and discharged.
